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Centralia.— Cities of western Wash- 
ington joinéd Centralia in arresting 
members of the Industrial Workers 
of the World and-raiding their head- 
quarters, following the firing on an 
Armistice Day parade here. Four 
former United States soldiers are 
dead and a fifth is reported dying as 
a result of the shooting, and one al- 
leged I.W.W. has been lynched. 

Twenty-two men and one woman, 
reported to have radical beliefs, were 
placed in jail here, and later four of 
the prisoners, including the woman, 
wetc removed io the Lewis county 
jail at Chehalis by national guards- 
mén, who patrolled Centralia. Raids 
were conducted at Seattle, Tacoma 
and Aberdeen the..I.W.W. head- 
quarters.

Lost at Sea 


Two of the Crew of H.M.S, Renown 
Swept Oveiboard 


New York.—William Franklin and 

John Laight, able-bodied seamen of 
the crew of the British battle cruiser 
Renown, were lost at sea when the 
Renown, plowing through a gale, was 
coming heré from Trinidad to take 
the Prince of Wales home. 
- Midshipman Richard Knight was 
taken from the big battle cruiser 
to the Presbyterian hospital with both 
legs broken as the result of tempes- 
tuous weather. 

Shortly after running into the 
gale, Midshipman: Knight, with a 
crew of four, hastened to make fast 
some of the movable gear of the 
ship. While they were working, a 
heavy sea swept over the bows and 
jammed them against the 


legs and carrying Laight overboard. 

A lifeboat was lowered, manned 
by a crew of fourteen. As this boat 
reached the water it was capsized 
by another huge wave and its oc- 
cupants were thrown into the sea. 
General quarters were sounded and 
a portside lifeboat was lowered. All 
of the crew of the first lifeboat ex- 
cept Franklin.were rescued. 


Referendum Probable 
In Manitoba 


Liquor Action Will Not Be Taken 
Up at Same Time as 
Elections 
Winnipeg. — As soon as peace is 
officially signed, the importation of 
liquor into Manitoba will be legal, J. 
N. MacLean, administrator of the 
Manitoba Temperance Act, announc- 

ed. 

He stated he found a clause in the 
Act which can be invoked to prevent 
export of liquor from this province. 
With regard to the attitude of the 
provincial government, Hon. Mr. 
Brown stated that it is their desire 
to have the people express their 
wishes in regard to referendum, but 
it is unlikely that such referendum 
would be submitted at the time 
of the elections next summer as the 
issue might becloud party platforms.

“The severe weather, resulting as 
it has in ~~ stoppage of  fall-plowing 
and other farm work, has been fol- 
lowed by heavy increases in grain 
marketing, and this, together witn 
the demand for increased exportation 
of wheat, has added to the burdens 
of the railways. 

“A very acute shortage of cars in 
the United States has made it ex- 
ceedingly difficult to secure return 
of Canadian cars going into the 
States loaded, and this has been par- 
ticularly the case in connection with 
stock cars. In order to expedite the 
stock movement, the railways have 
been forced to furnish box cars for 
local stock movement, on the basis 
of two box cars to handle the num- 
ber of anima!s ordinarily handled 
in one stock car, which has depleted 
the supply of box cars for other pur- 
poses. 

“In addition to all this the severe 
weather and heavy snowstorms haye 
necessarily slowed up the movement 
of traffic to some extent and has in- 
terfered with the distribution” of 
empties through the necessity for us- 
ing engines to operate snowplows in- 
stead of hauling trains of empties.

Active aid is given to agriculture 
by the provincial department of agri- 
culture, especially in regard to all 
dairying, live-stock, seed grain, co- 
operative organization, and the dis- 
tribution of labor. Co-operative 
organizations have been encour- 
aged and they have seen a 
remarkable development in Sas- 
katchewan. They now include the 
Saskatchewan co-operative Elevator 
Co., Saskatchewan Co - operative 
Creameries, Ltd, Municipal Hail In- 
surance Association, and the co-oper- 
ative wholesale department of the 
Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ Associ- 
ation. These have been very success- 
ful, In all there are some five 
hundred co-operative associations in 
the province. 

The telephone system in Saskat- 
chewan is unique, It is a compromise 
between public and private owner- 
ship. The government owns and 
controls the long-distance lines and 
the urban telephone systems. The 
rural systems are owned by private 
companies, but are supervised by the 
Telephone Department. This allows 
of unlimited development of the tele- 
phone system without undue expen- 
ditures by the government,

The minerals include valuable clay 
products and immense quantities of 
‘oal of the lignite variety. Near 
Estevan there are estimated to be 
”,000,000,000 tons, and in the south- 
western section of the province there 
are estimate to be 13,000,000,000 
tons, An expensive plant is about to 
be erected to experiment on the mak- 
ing of briquettes from this coal. 

A seven-fold increase in the popu- 
lation of Saskatchewan since 1901 was 
due to the heavy tide of immigration 
pouring into Canada. Of the present 
population of 647,835 the British and 
American born constitute 54.5 per 
cent. arid those coming from non- 
English-speaking countries form 45.5 
per cent. This very large influx of 
foreigners has made the problem of 
education an exceedingly difficult one. 
Not only were many of the foreign- 
ers unable to speak English, but they 
were illiterate as far as their own 
language was concerned. However, 
good progress has been made, with 
English as the only language of the 
public schools, slight modifications in 
exceptional instances being allowed 
im regard to French. The education 
of the Indian population is princi- 
pally in the hands of the Church of 
England and the Roman Catholic 
Church, being combined more or-less 
with their missionairy activities.
